Prorzsorn R. K. Douglas has been 
giving tbe people of England ‘the be- 
nefit of bis knowledge and expertence of 
China, In a trite letter to Phe Times 
he sets forth the six stages of Chinese 
diplomacy in relation to maseacres and 
outrages upon Foreigners. To Chinn 
hands, what he states is not novel. We 
know tho shifts of the so-called diplo- 
mats of Peking and of their corrupt 
underlings, the Proviscial and District 
officials of Chine. But the general 
public of England does not know. ‘The 
great British democracy is estonishipg- 
ly ignorant ot Chineso affairs and the 
relations of Foreigners to China, ‘Ihe 
insular democracy of Britain requires a 
good eal of poking befora it can be in- 

uced to look beyond the parochialisns 
of daily life. It ig therefore the more 
gratifying to find men of the stamp.of 
Professor Douglas willing to come for- 
ward and act tho part of mentor. ‘The 
six stages mentioned by him are :—(l) 
The ‘Isungli Yamen expresses . doop 
regeet and promises the rigorous puxith- 
ment. of all guilty persons; @} After 
some delay and admonitions by the Bri- 
tish Minister, a Comission is appointed 
to make enquiries on the spot in presence 
of an English representative; (3) ‘lhe 
local officials, who probably have their 
secret instructions from Peking, impede 
the Commission in every way ; (4) Af- 
ter the foreigners are wearied out, the 
officials allow a number of coolies—oftan 
absolutely innoceat—to be execitted; 
(5) In answer to renewed represente- 
tions, mock degradation is meted out to 
the local officials, or, es in the case of 
the notorious Chou Han, the instigalor 
of the Yangtse outrages, they are ex- 
cused sod exonerated, and the British 
Mivister and Government are cynically 
laughed at; (6) After much undignified 
haggling, an indemnity is promised and
